GENERAL  PROVISION  01’ ' HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  TIE  AREA. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  SERVICES 

The  Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Boscombe  and  Dorchester  continue 
to  give  the  district  generous  service.  The  Laboratoics  undertake  the 
bacteriological  examination  of  water,  milk,  ice  cream  and  other  foods. 

It  also  examines  specimens  for  diagnosis  in  the  case  of  infectious  or 
suspected  infectious  diseases. 


AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

The  Ambiance  Service  of  the  district  is  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  County  Council,  operating  day  and  night  from  the  Civic  Centre. 


WEIPAEE  C5NTEE 

The  County  Council  provide  an  Infant  Welfare  Centre  at  the 
Womens*  Institute  Hall  every  Tuesday. 


DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE. 


A  Domestic  Help  Service  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  and 
has  continued  to  give  good  service  in  the  district.  There  1ms  been  a  steady 
increase  in  the  demand  for  the  Service  during  the  past  year,  the  increase 
is  mostly  assistance  given  to  old  people  and  maternity  work. 


ANTE  NATAL  CLINIC 

The  County  Council  provide  an  Ante  Natal  Clinic.  This  is  held 
in  the  Womens*  Institute  Hall  on  the  second  and  fourth  Tuesday  in  each 
month.

SANITARY  CISCUIBTALTGBS  01’  TEH)  AREA 
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WATER  SUPPLY) 

The  Bournemouth  Water  Company  is  the  statutory  water  undertaker  for  the 
area*  The  majority  of  the  water  is  derived  from  a  deep  well  situated  at 
Walford,  near  Wimborne*  It  is  chlorinated  and  softened.  10  samples 
of  main  water  taken  for  bacteriological  analysis  have  given  highly 
satisfactory  results. 


HAIR  DRAINAGE  SCI 


The  revised  scheme  mentioned  in  my  1954  Report  was  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  in  April,  1955,  but  shortly 
afterwards  the  Wimborne  and  Cranborne  Rural  District  Council  asked  for 
provision  to  be  made  in  the  Sewage  Works  for  a  larger  population  and  the 
Poole  Borough  Council  asked  the  Council  to  provide  for  sewage  from  a 
population  of  2,500  from  the  Merlev  area.  This  necessitated  a  further 
revision  of  the  plans  and  design  of  the  Sewage  Works.  Agreement  was 
reached  during  the  year  with  the  owners  of  the  sites  for  the  Works  and 
Pumping  Stations  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  were  negotiating 
the  Agreements  with  the  Rural  Council  and  the  Poole  Borough  Council. 


CESSPOOLS  AMD  SEPTIC  WAIWB 

The  Council  undertake  to  empty  free  of  charge  once  in  three  months, 
and  the  number  emptied  during  1955  was  424. 


PAIL  CLOSETS 

There  are  734  properties  served  by  pail  closets.  These  are  emptied 
twice  a  week  by  the  Council’s  workmen.  There  are  five  food  premises  and 
twenty-six  houses  through  which  these  pails  have  to  be  carried. 

The  sewage  is  collected  in  sullage  trailers,  deposited  in  an  underground 
tank  and  removed  daily  by  contractors. 


RBPUSL  COLLECTION  A ED  SALVAGE 

Weekly  collections  are  made  by  the  Council  workmen  and  1031  tons  of 
refuse  was  disposed  of  by  incineration  at  Poole.  During  the  year,  42  tons 
of  waste  paper  were  sold.
